Heggie Chartrand, Raymond 
Lemieux. and Alain Beiner 
yesterday attempted to con- 
vince an audience of two hund- 
red that US imperialism can be 
overcome only by making 
French the sole working lang- 
uage of Quebec. 

They attacked a McGili 
student pamphlet which criti- 
cized their stand and dismissed 
all attempts to unite the English 
and French against the U.S. as 
impossible. 
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"Language is the starting- 
point for total liberation," 
Lemieux proclaimed. "A future 
for Quebec belonging to the 
Québécois can only be built by 
basing the fight against imper- 
ialism firmly on culture and 
language." 

Lemieux was instrumental in 
creating the Ligue pour l'Inté- 
gration Scolaire, which orga- 
nized the McGili Français 
march and was responsible for 
much of the controversy in the 
St. Leonard school crisis. 

The McGili Student leaflet 
pointed out that "the contradic- 
tion between the enemy and the 
people is an antagonistic con- 
tradiction. The contradictions 
amongst the people must be 
handled in a non-antagonistic 
manner." 

It continued, "The interests of 
the imperialists is to develop 
the non-antagonistic contradic- 
tions into antagonisms, under- 
mine the unity of the people, pit 
different nationalities, lang- 
uages, races and religions 
against each other in order to 
divide and rule." 

Chartrand claimed that un- 
derstanding between French- 
Canadians and English-Cana- 
dians Is impossible under exist- 
ing conditions. 

"The French are only third- 
class citizens, behind* the 
English and the immigrants," 
he claimed. "We must end this 
unity of Canada that was never 
based on love. I believe that 
French and English must obtain 
a divorce." 

Alain Beiner, leader of the 
Trotskyite Young Socialists, 
tried to reassure the students by 
identifying the enemy as the 



government and not English 
Quebecers. 

But Beiner soon insisted, "We 
all came together on the neces- 
sity of winning French as the 
working language." 

Lemieux said that Canadian 
bilingualism was intended as a 
means for a minority to impose 
its language upon a majority, 
and pointed out that biling- 
ualism is really only practiced 
in Quebec. 

"We have to determine once 
and for all that Quebec's future 
will be French," he continued. 

Chartrand sees no hope for 
French-Canadians unless they 
gain their Independence and 
French becomes their working 
language. 

But the stocky, former boxer 
could not understand the wide- 
spread opposition to his lang- 
uage chauvinism. 

"I don't see why the English 
can crab about this," he said. 
"You have nine other provin- 
ces." 

Chartrand asserted that 
English-Canadians would never 
free themselves from American 
domination until French-Cana- 
dians were "freed". "You use us 
as a crutch," he charged. "We 
are kept on our knees, but we 
will beat you to national liber- 
ation." ; - 

Beiner decried the pamphlet 
as an example of "sectarian- 
ism". He claimed that he saw 
the potential for "mobilizing the 
masses against the bosses", 
but asserted that the people 
could not understand the impli- 
cations of U.S. imperialism. 

"We must mobilize the 
people at their level of con-

UdeM 
strike 
continues 



With chants of "Solidarité!" 
and "Ce n'est qu'un début!" five 
hundred strikers and sym- 
pathizers marched on the main 
building of the Université de 
Montréal yesterday. 

The demonstration was 
organized by the Syndicat 
Canadien de la Fonction Pu- 
blique (SCFP) to which the one 
thousand striking office and lab 
workers are affiliated. 

At least 200 students most of 
them from the U. de M., were 
among the demonstrators. The 
striking faculty members at the 
Montreal branch of the Univer- 
sité du Québec were represen- 
ted in the march, just as the U. 
de M. workers have delegates 
on the UQAM picket lines. 

Some of the locked-out La 
Presse workers also par- 
ticipated in the march. So did

workers from several locals of 
the SCFP. 

Ten members of the Montreal 
North local 708 of the SCFP, 
wearing yellow hard-hats, 
arrived en masse at the strike 
headquarters on Bellingham to 
the cheers of the assembled 
protesters. 

The demonstrators marched 
six abreast along Edouard 
Montpetit, chanting slogans and 
singing insults to Trudeau, Bou- 
rassa and the U de M adminis- 
tration to the tunes of old 
Quebec folk songs. 

Meanwhile organizers hand- 
ed out leaflets explaining the 
strikers' grievances to the 
drivers of passing cars. 

The marchers called out to 
students watching from residen- 
ces along the route to come out 
and join them. 

At the main building the 
organizers burned some two- 
by-fours in a garbage can to 
symbolize the failure of the ad- 
ministration's attempt to break 
the solidarity of workers, stu- 
dents and faculty. 

Jacques Brûlé, president of 
the Québec wing of the SCFP, 
declared that the Québec 
government is trying to break 
all the unions, not just U de M's. 
He called on the workers to 
stand together to meet the 
threat. 

Most of the demonstrators 
then returned iri an orderly 
fashion to the strike headquar- 
ters. A few however, disregard- 
ed ihe organizers' warning 
against agents provocateurs 
and broke several windows. 

Students and faculty of the U 
de M are still solidly behind the 
strike, which began October 4.

The McGill University Book- 
store is adopting drastic new 
measures to cut down on its 
losses. 

The store lost about $18,000 
last year, although in a 17 year 
period ending 1968 it managed 
to accumulate close to $235,000 
in profits." 

Four new measures have 
been introduced, some of which 
are already in operation: 

■ No refunds will be made in 
future, except for short periods 
during September-October and 
January-February, to allow for 
course changés. Refunds are 
only given now on books pur- 
chased up to Friday. October 8. 

■ The bookstore staff has been 
reduced and other measures 
have been initiated to reduce 
operating costs to a minimum. 

■ The sales material has been 
restricted to textbooks to avoid 
excessive stocks. However, it is 
hoped to have some textbooks 
replaced by other material of in- 
terest to students by next 
month. 

■ Security precautions have 
been intensified in an attempt to 
reduce losses due to shoplif- 
ting. 

Bookstore manager George 
Ramsay said that the new policy 
on refunds would discourage 
the cashing of shoplifted text- 
books for easy money. 

Ramsay claimed that the 
"liberal policies of the past were 
no longer economically 
feasible." 

The bookstore is run by a four 
member Executive Committee, 
which is drawn from the 15- 
member Senate Bookstore 
Committee, and includes a 
student representative. 

Charles Noel, a member of 
the Bookstore Executive Com- 
mittee, and the Director of Busi- 
ness Operations at McGill told 
the Daily that he felt "the now 
measures should have been 
adopted long ago." 

Noel did not feel that the new 
policy on refunds would cause... 
any great hardships to/students, y 



Legal Aid 



The Campus Legal Aid ser- 
vice, which operates out of the 
Union four days a week, is plan- 
ning an expansion of its ser- 
vices to McGill students. 

Up to now, the service, which 
was set up last year by a group 
of upper year law students, 
restricted itself to providing in- 
formation to students with legal 
problems. Court cases have had 
to be referred to Montreal Legal 
Aid lawyers. 

This year, with the help of a 
Students' Council grant, the 
CLA hopes to acquire the ser- 
vices of a lawyer who would ad- 
vise students free and handle 
court cases directly. Students 
would then have to pay legal 
and court costs. 

CLA members pointed out, 



however, that most legal pro- 
blems encountered are settled 
out of court due to theamount of 
time and money involved in 
court proceedings, and thus In 
most cases, the services of the 
lawyer would cost students no- 
thing. 

The CLA deals with situations 
ranging from tenant disputes to 
criminal offenses to tax pro- 
blems. 

The Legal Aid service is 
available to McGill students 
only at the moment, but there is 
a possibility that the service will 
be extended to other colleges. 
'Officials at Marianopolis 
College have been contacted 
and arrangements may be 
made with Dawson College in 
the future. •

Pourquoi les étudiants progressistes 
de l'Université ont-ils mobilisé leurs 
énergies sur un tel conflit syndical? 
D'abord et avant tout parce que les 
revendications sont fondées. Mais aussi 
parce que les travailleurs de l'Université 
affrontent cette même "administration" 
qui impose à tous ses décisions unila- 
térales et dictatoriales. Mais encore 
parce que cette administration universi- 
taire est composée de représentants du 
capital qui. même s'ils parlent français, 
dominent et oppriment les ouvriers 
québécois (Ex: Marcel Piché. du Trust 
Général, de Reynolds Aluminium, et de

In reply to the article in the 
Daily. Wed. October 13th, en- 
titled "Chartrand-Lemieux lang- 
uage hype fails". I find it neces- 
sary to correct some of the 
"facts" presented in this article 
concerning the meeting at 
CEGEP St-Laurent. • 

I attended the latter part of 
this meeting and find it aston- 
ishing that the Daily reporter 
who. presumably attended this: 
meeting, could write such an 
inaccurate report. 

Over 400 students attended 
this meeting which was spon- 
sored by the United Front for the 
Defense of the French Lang- 
uage and. contrary to what the 
article states, i.e. "Raymond 
Lemieux and Reggie Chartrand 
are having little success in 
rallying students around the 
banner of the Common Front for 
the Defense of the French Lang- 
uage.", the overwhelming 
majority of the students support- 
ed the speakers, which also in- 
cluded Michel Chartrand of the 
CSN. 

If applause is any accurate 
measure of support, then J must 
say that the Dally reporter has 
difficulty with his hearing. Yes. 
it is true that there was oppos- 
ition from certain sectors of the 
audience. I would estimate that 
there were about 20 students in 
the audience who opposed the 
campaign for a French Québec. 
These students identified them- 
selves as members of the Com- 



munist Party of Quebec 
(Marxist-Leninist), otherwise 
. known as the Maoists. 

These students were given 
every opportunity to speak from 
the microphones throughout the 
hall. When they did speak they' 
appeared to be completely iso- 
lated from the sentiments of the 
majority of students. In fact, at 
certain points they were" ridi- 
culed and heckled by the aud- 
ience. 

Far from the meeting ending 
in a "shouting match", as 
reported in the Da;7y. the atmos- 
phere was very calm, broken 
only by the resounding ap- 
plause which the speakers 
received from the students in 
the audience. 

Representatives of the United 
Front for the Defense of the 
French Language have spoken 
on almost every major campus 
in Montreal. CEGEP and univer- 
sity (with the exception of U de 
M because of the strike), and 
the réponse from the students, 
with the one exception of Vieux 
Montréal, has been one of en- 
thusiasm and full support. The 
United Front has established 
support committees in Ottawa. 
Hull. Trois Rivières. Sorel. Sher- 
brooke and in the majority of 
CEGEPs in Montreal. U du 
Québec. Sir George Williams, 
and McGill. 

It is rather ironic that the 
Maoists, these self-proclaimed 
fighters for the national liber- 
ation of the Québécois, find 
themselves in the same back 
alley as the Trudeaus. Drap- 
eaus. Bourassas and even, yes 
even American imperialism. 



when it comes to supporting 
one of the most important and 
central struggles of the Qué- 
bécois for national self-deter- 
mination—the struggle for the 
survival of their language. 

I have the intention of submit- 
ting an article to the McG/7/ 
Daily on why socialists should 
support the struggle for a 
French Quebec. If it is the policy 
of the Daily staff to utilize this 
paper as a forum for all students 
to express their diverse points 
of view, then you shall hear from' 
me further on this subject.

Is nothing sacred— is there 
nothing that you do not treat 
with utter contempt? How is it 
that, contrary to the rule (Is that 
a four-letter word?) of journal- 
ism, you permit your bias and 
ignorance to utterly pervade 
your reports. 

I am not a diplomat— I call a 
spade a spade and I call crap, 
crap! And, without a doubt, the 
latter word is the nicest com- 
pliment that comes to mind. 

You reporters, in your "duty" 
saw fit to deride Mr. James 
McGill, Esq., and saw fit to 
minimize his contribution to 
education. Pray tell, what have 
you done for McGill today 
besides attempting to foment 
discontent and irresponsibility. 

As for your report on the 
Black Panthers (sic) in Israel, 
may I suggest that, until you get 
the facts straight, go soak your 
heads in the Negev Desert (the 
uncultivated part). 

I submit that more and more 
people are growing, to put it 
mildly, dissatisfied with the 
Daily this year, as can be 
evidenced from the abnormal 
numbers of papers remaining 
untouched at the distribution 
centres, and from the sharp 
decline in advertising. 

A word of advice— if you don't 
shape up we will ship you out!

The "Language issue" 



The United Front for the Defence of the 
French Language held a meeting at 
McGill yesterday, presumably to try' to 
gain support for tomorrow's planned 
demonstration. It was a curious spec- 
tacle. 

The first Defender to speak was 
Raymond Lemieux. Up to now. his chief 
claim to fame has been the organizing of 
the campaign for unilingual schools in 
St. Leonard. The outcome of the cam- 
paign was a race riot in which French- 
speaking Québécois were made to fight 
Italo-Quebecois— one of the only two 
major national minorities lower than the 
French on the economic scale. On a visit 
to McGill three years ago. this gentleman 
Defender treated a group of students and 
faculty senators to an anti-semitic tirade, 
perhaps in order to show that his attent- 
ions were not exclusively devoted to at- 
tacking the Italians. 

With Lemieux on the UFDFL panel was 
Reggie Chartrand. an ex-boxer who. 
although not very bright, is certainly 
honest. He told McGill students that they 
were the enemy. Two weeks ago. he 
proclaimed to an audience of heckling 
students at CEGEP Vieux-Montreal. "I'm 
a racist— I believe in fighting racism with 
racism." The kind of ihing that happened 
in St. Leonard doesn't worry Reggie— he 
informed the audience at Vieux-Montreal 
that the day of the race rioLhad been the 
best day of his life. 

Completing the unholy Trinity was one 
Alain Beiner who marches under the tat- 
tered pink banner of Comrade Trotsky's 
Thought and obeys the discipline of the . 
Seventeenth-and-one-eighth Inter- 
national. Beiner seemed worried that if 
he didn't hasten to correct some of 
Reggie's wilder racist remarks, old Un- 
cle Leon would rise from the grave to 
smite him down. But that didn't stop him 
from insisting that the language question 



was central to the struggle of the masses 
of Quebec. He expressed the belief that 
U.S. imperialism was a bit too "abstract" 
for the people to understand; therefore 
the struggle would have to be "con- 
cretized" by making people fight on the 
basis of language, and subsequently 
clash on ethnic grounds. Rather than 
unify people to oppose foreign monopoly 
domination, this Trotskyist actively sup- 
ports the promotion of communal differ- 
ences. 

This is precisely what has been done 
in Ireland, where the question of freeing 
Ireland from British colonial rule has 
been converted into one of religious 
riots. Despite its comic aspects, yester- 
day's meeting and the whole "French 
language" campaign have very serious 
overtones for us living in Quebec, if we 
want to prevent the development of race 
riots over language— which in the final 
analysis only serve those who would like 
to see our people divided: the U.S. im- 
perialists. 

What is the significance of this cam- 
paign, both historically and in the context 
of the current situation in Quebec? What 
is likely to be the outcome of the escalat- 
ion of the language demands? How do 
these demands relate to the struggle for 
national liberation? 

In moments when the sentiment of the 
people against oppression is high, all 
kinds of persons usually collect to form a 
"muck"— an unholy alliance which is 
pompously called a United Front. There 
exists a very high national sentiment 
among the people of Quebec today. Any 
Québécois who demonstrates in the 
streets against oppression, be it trade 
union demands or French language, is 
fully conscious that his enemy is the 
foreign U.S. capital which dominated 
Quebec, and its partner Anglo-Canadian 
capital. This fact is the "concrete" level 



of the people. 

Ireland is a similar case where 
religious lines have been drawn by 
propaganda such as that mouthed by the 
United Front and the net result of which 
is to create Protestant goon squads 
against the Catholics. The legacies of 
British colonialism, to somehow divide 
the people and, make them fight each 
other have today been taken over by the 
United States, and the unsolved contra- 
dictions of history will only be resolved if 
the experiences of the past are used to 
oppose those who today would like to 
cause such riots in Quebec. 

How does fighting for a French lang- 
uage advance the struggle against U.S. 
imperialism? Why don't these self-pro- 
fessed theoreticians of unmade revolut- 
ions not organize even one attack openly 
against the main enemy in Quebec? An 
examination of the history of each of the 
leading participants in this UFDFL 
reveals that they have always used what- 
ever sentiment or consciousness existed 
among the people 'to give a backward 
slogan and promote themselves. Instead 
of giving slogans to identify the principal 
enemy, these people go among the 
people pushing language chauvinism 
and slandering audiences. At McGill. 
they were reduced to telling the students 
that they should be grateful because the 
organizers had produced a leaflet in 
English specially for them. The only 
defence they could muster against the 
McGill Student Movement was petty 
slander concerning what they thought 
was the organization of the group. 

In the constellation of oppressions suf- 
fered by the Quebec people at the hands 
of U.S. imperialism and its friends, lang- 
uage discrimination is certainly one of 
the brighter stars. The demand that the 
majority be allowed to speak its own 
language rather than the language of the 



colonizer is a fine patriotic demand. It is 
one aspect of popular sentiment against 
imperialism and colonialism. 

But to use language to divide the 
people and to promote race war is to 
serve the interests of imperialism. Biafra, 
Pakistan. Ireland Cambodia in every > 
corner of the world. U.S. imperialism and 
its allies are trying to use the questions 
of race, language and religion to create 
civil war and thwart the struggle for 
genuine national liberation. Chartrand. 
Lemieux and their Trotskyite friends are 
acting as objective agents of American 
imperialism when they try to identify the 
national question with the language 
question. The outcome of their propa- 
ganda can only be more and bigger St. 
Leonards. 

In a clever move, the United Front has 
billed the demonstration as a 
commemoration of the War Measures 
Act. But what relation is there between 
the WMA and the Defence of the French 
Language? Messrs. Trudeau. Bourassa 
and Drapeau— the men who instigated 
the WMA. who suppressed the demo- 
cratic rights of the people ol Quebec, 
who threw hundreds in jail, who are now 
conducting another series of political 
trials— do these people not speak 
French, why did the FLQ kidnap and exe- 
cute the French M. Laporte? What hap- 
pened last October was not a conflict of 
French and English but an attempt by the 
'agents of U.S. imperialism to suppress 
the Quebec national liberation struggle 
by armed force. It is therefore an act of 
charlatanism and sabotage for the 
"United Front" to commemorate the 
WMA by escalating race war pro- 
paganda.

If the Chinese govern- 
ment feels justified in deifying 
Mao at certain times why not his 
companion Bethune? I here do 
not wish to attack deification: it 
has helped to give people jobs 
as preachers and it created the 
Puritan Ethic, but only to ques- 
tion how much falsehood seeps 
In when you create a God. And 
to ask whether we can trust the 



socialist newspapers to tell us 
the truth at the time we have 
chosen to read them if at that 
time the Party chooses to begin 
a period of deification and 
makes them into religious 
tracts. You know about the 
religious tracts put out by the 
Jehovah Witnesses .... I do 
not here want to put the Daily in 
the same category: it reminds 
me more of the New York Daily 
News than a religious tract (e.g. 
in its use of emotional words 
like 'progressive' when writing a 
vacuous article about some- 
body, its slanting of the news, 
i.e. one only gets the Socialist 
answers to the Capitalist ques- 
tions but not the Capitalist an- 
swers to those answers or all 



the Capitalist questions that are 
thrown at the Socialist, and its 
comic section whose hero. God. 
reminds one of Dick Tracy). And 
I do not even want to attack the 
Daily for that. In fact. I would 
hope that the Daily would go 
even further in such emulation 
and. at least, have a gossip 
column. I would just hope that 
such new religions like Maoism 
would come out with some nice 
beautiful churches and that the 
statues they do of Mao and 
Bethune would be. at least, half 
as good as the ones that the 
Greeks did ol their Gods. That is 
all I am really asking for.

sciousness, namely language," 
he declared. 

Language is a question that 
touches everybody, Beiner said.

He seemed to feel that win- 
ning language rights would 
overcome these problems. 

Lemieux and Chartrand 
chimed, "Bilingualism is a 
transitory stage and leads 
eventually to unilingualism." 

Chartrand elaborated, 
"Canada is a banana dominion. 
Vive le Québec Libre!" 

Lemieux, Chartrand, and 
Beiner are the leaders ol the 
Common Front for the Defense 
of the French Language. They 
are organizing a march this 
Saturday with the dual purposes 
of protesting the invocation of
